HOW IT’S DONE BACK EAST 


The recent exchange of correspon- 
dence between Bill Blakeslee and Edison 
Dye relating to the manner in which prize 
money was offered at the Pepperell, 
Mass, international motocross creates 
some misunderstanding, perhaps. 

As Mr. Blakeslee stated, $2500 in start 
and prize money was paid, but this was 
to New England riders who had qualified, 

To enter the Pepperell event, the local 
riders had to qualify in a preliminary 
series of four events held throughout 
the summer, 

These riders were supplied by Inter- 
sport Inc, the promoter, with their re- 
quired FIM licenses, four free passes 
each to the event, plus a total of $1000 
in starting money. The riders who did 
not qualify received two free passes 
each as guests, 

The top New England riders in each 
class, 250 and 500 were sent to Califor- 
nia to Westlake Village, all expenses 
paid by Intersport, including round trip 
jet fare and air shipment of their bikes, 
total value about $1300. Mr. Dye rebated 
$450 of this as his share of their expen- 
ses by prior agreement, 

The top 3 riders in each class, 250 and 
500, received expense money to goto the 
Ohio international, a total of $600 was 
paid out by Intersport, 

So, Mr, Blakeslee is correct in that 
about $2500 was paid out to riders at 
Pepperell, in addition to the European 
contract fee, Intersport did not offer to 
pay either Bryan Wade or Adolf Weil to 
ride as neither had been in the original 
contract agreement with Mr. Dye. Nor 
did Intersport offer any money to certain 
other riders whose entries were accept- 
ed, such as Ron Nelson, John DeSoto, 
and Dick Mann. None of these had taken 
part in the preliminary qualifying series. 

The international events were all in- 
vitational, and Intersport reserved the 
right to accept or reject entries. 

The main point Blakeslee hasis thatin 
our small scrambles circuit — only about 
500 riders, 12 tracks; and a season 
schedule of 35 scrambles/motocrosses 
— we do not feel it necessary to collect 
from the riders, 

All riders in New England scrambles 
pay $5 for their number, Of this, $4goes 
into the Scrambles Rider Benevolent 
Fund, At each event, the rider pays a 
gate admission of $1.50 just like a spec- 
tator, but the club sponsoring the event 
turns over the total entry admissions for 
riders to the Benevolent Fund, 

The Benevolent Fund pays income 
supplement to any rider injured ina New 
England scrambles, benefits range from 
$30 to $60 a week depending on the 
rider's dependents, up to 20 weeks, or 
$600 maximu. This money is paid to any 
injured rider applying for it, regardless 
of any other insurance he may have. 

In 1968, the Fund paid out over $8000 
to injured riders, and enters 1969 witha 
useful balance on hand. 

Thus the New England rider takes care 
of his own; the sponsoring club turns over 
all admissions from riders to the riders’ 
own Fund, 

There is no extra fee to ride, nor for 
ambulance. New England tracks provide 
first aid service, ambulance, and a mo- 
bile field unit with four beds, rescusi- 
tator and oxygen. There is no charge to 
any rider for an ambulance trip to a 
nearby hospital. 

The clubs here do notfeelitnecessary 
to charge the rider a fee to put on the 
show. The spectator pays to see the 
riders. The riders get little enough, tro- 
phies only, to be asked also to pay.

maculate condition, A 500cc three-cyl- 
inder Guzzi produced about 25 yearsago 
also caught the eyes of the many en- 
thusiastic dealers. 


Berliner dealers were grouped to tour 
the production facilities and witnessed 
the operation of the famous Guzzi wind- 
tunnel in which almost every stream- 
lined record-breaking motorcycle (and 
many cars) were tested since 1949, In 
the engine test and dynomometer labor- 
atory the Americans observed various 
Guzzi engines under test, Amidst the 
roar of the engines and the maze of 
gauges and dials, dealers took special 
note of a Guzzi 750cc twin, that was 
revving at 6,000 rpm, developing over 60

This be- 
comes even more important as the years 
go by. Sure, some clubs can throwa lousy 
race and make all of us want to keelhaul 
their members, but without ‘em, duckies, 
you wouldn’t get points and if you’re 
class C minded the A MA requires you 
ride Sportsman ‘til you know what you’re 
doing. 

This year the Competition Committee 
voted out the rule that a club member 
cannot ride his own event, this went back 
to when scrambles used to be thrown on 
unknown courses, so now providing the 
club votes for one of their own to ride and 
his position is fully covered while he’s 
racing, he may ride. It will be interest- 
ing now to see who will rush out a join a 
club because the old rule has veen re- 
voked, most of us know the riders who 
were so point-hungry they wouldn't be- 
long to a club...some of *em may geta 
Shock when they find out a club doesn't 
want them. 

One club we could literally cry over is 
the California Gophers. For years to be 
2 Gopher was a matter of pride, if you 
saw a Gopher you were looking at the 
best, for many of the top local riders 
were Gophers, But as in anything elese, 
things went wrong. There were internal 
problems etc, and they faded away. We 
hope — if they want to built up again - 
they really make it a point to advertise 
the fact that they are looking for serious- 
minded competitors who will work, be- 
sides enjoying the fun you have as a 
club member, 

The name is still there and we feel a 
lot of the pride is there too among some 
of the old hands. They've earned the 
heavy-weight scrambles club trophy for 
years until relinquishing it this year to 
the Dirt Diggers. 


Don't Burn Kids Out 


Our second bit to think on won't be very 
popular in some circles and that’s start- 
ing youngsters out on bikes when they are 
very young. We don’t mean necessarily 
not letting them putter around, but not 
entering in serious competition until 
later, 

Our train of thought on this came from 
what we’ve seen in the ultra-lightweight 
classes over the years, and from com- 
ments from a racer we think the world 
of but who asked to remain nameless. 
But we will say, he has been Grand 
National Champion, still carries a Na- 
tional number and is still one whale of a 
competitor, He feels that kids burn them- 
selves out and don’t appreciate the sport 
anymore by the time they have the physi- 
cal ability to do any good. They are tired 
of it and just when dad, who has maybe 
even pushed his boy for years to be bet- 
ter than he was, has hopes of a champion, 
the kid says, ‘‘Bye dad, I don’t want to 
race anymore.’’ Our racer friend points 
out how rich kids who have had everything 
while growing up sometimes turn into 
hippies or worse in college just for 
something new to do. 

We don't imply that kids shouldn't race, 
but keep it fun if they do, We remember 
some moons ago feeling slightly ill 
watching a young little rider who hadal- 
most missed his heat while having fun 
bench-racing with his buddies being 
Screamed and sworn at by his irate dad 
who intended he was going to win or else, 
The kid yelled back, there were tears and 
a scene similar to what had happened 
several times before and now you don't 
see either one at scrambles anymore, As 
an opposite we’ll point out that Keith 
Mashburn who scrambled a 100cc years 
ago, would go out and play in the desert 
weekends on various bikes, always en- 
joying himself and never being pushed.

ENCINITAS, Cal., Feb. 2 — The Sage 
Hoppers M/C held their third annual Rat 
Race a few miles east of Encinitas in 
San Diego county. Billed as a European 
scrambles, nine different classes and 
divisions of riders raced — one time 
each — in three one-hour races, 

The 3-1/2 mile course featured five 
major jumps, with a real crowd-pleaser 
right after the start and just before the 
mud bog. The mud, instead of drying up 
after a while as is usual in a southern 
California event, became worse the more 
it was floundered through. It even gave 
the moto-cross experts a difficult time, 

In the lead at the first jump in the big- 
bore Expert battle was Lars Larsson, 
newly appointed field representative for 


And ride it he truly did. The indomi- 
table Swede rode as if the very Fury 
herself were in pursuit, clutching at the 
back of his leathers, His jumps were 
Spectacular. He didn’t take a corner, he 
attacked it with ferocity. But he was 
smooth and consistent, hardly varying 
his line, never loafing or letting up for 
even a fraction of a second. Larsson was 
invincible and led from start to finish. 

In third place was Ron Nelson ona 360 
Montesa. He probably could have done 
better, but his regular moto-cross gear- 
ing was too low. Although the course was 
rough and awkward in spots, tall gearing 
was needed for the long sections, es- 
pecially on the fast hilltop straight in the 
back, Ron would be peaked out in fourth 
gear almost before the straightaways 
opened up. Riders flew by as he kept his 
rev's down just below the point of engine 
damage. Then he would catch up drama- 
tically in the rough stuff, 


Nielson's Antics 


And then there was the one about the 
starting-line antics of Claus Nielson, 
the Swedish Penton rider sponsored by 
Hallman. Now, the Sage Hoppers have 
their own unique way of starting riders, 
The group is lined up with machines 
pointed forward and engines dead. Riders 
face the rear (where the starter is lo- 
cated) and straddle their front wheel. In 
lining up for the 125 Expert round, Niel- 
son tried to put on the starter, anaccept- 
ed European racing ritual. It is as im- 
portant to winning an event as clipping 
the course or rattling an opponent by 
nipping at his rear wheel or yelling at 
him in a hard-nosed manner, 

While everyone tensely waited for the 
starter to drop his hanky-on-a-stick, 
Nielson managed to inch his machine a 
full bike-length ahead of the others, He 
stood there beside the machine, not in 
front of it, in a brazen show of inno- 
cence, He also seemed to have a pheno- 
menal lack of understanding of the Eng- 
lish language. Finally, while the Nor- 
wegian was looking at his bike in mock 
wonderment at what the officials were 
upbraiding him for, the starter decided 
what the hell and senteveryone off. When 
Nielson saw what was happening, he be- 
latedly mounted up to join the rest of the 
gang. But his Penton wouldn’t start, and 
it wouldn’t start, and it wouldn’t start, 
At last it fired up and he was off, in the 
proverbial hind-most position. 

About half way through the first race, 
Gary Bailey, whois Nielson’s stablemate 
in local events, had his engine die on him 
at the mud bog. It refused to start, so 
Gary pushed the bike to his van parked 
nearby. In less than a minute, he was 





the edge of the muddy area, Jack found 
a mound of dirt that he used to jump over 
a small ravine, a barrier that kept 
everyone else going through the soup. 
Whenever he came by, the spectators 
there would split into two groups on 
either side and Morgan would give an 
exhibition of good old fashioned daring-do 
as he leaped the chasm.

onds this way, his comfortable lead was 
never challenged, 

“The mudhole was like something out of 
Rowen & Martin’s Laugh-In where the 
guy on a tricycle pedals like crazy in 
speeded-up footage and then falls, crash, 
on his head. Now I know where they got 
the idea, The Novices would hit the mud, 
get out of shape and splash down comi- 
cally. One redoubtable young man flew 
headlong into the mess, hit a muddy 
ditch and had his legs thrown up over his 
head by the bucking rear wheel, The bike 
fell down over with him laying alongside, 
his hands still gripped tightly on the 
handlebars. The machine, still 


partially righted itself, then flat took off 
again, scattering spectatorsas it lurched 
about. The rider still gamely hung on 
while being dragged erratically through 
the muck, Finally he got a food under- 
neath him and the forward momentum 
jerked his legs up into the air again, He 
came back down miraculously astraddle 
the seat of his bike and onward he con- 
tinued. If there had been a trophy award- 
ed for Saving It In Spectacular Fashion, 
the fellow would have won unanimously.

new half-mile tracks, added along with 
Cumberland, Md. 

Another major change will find the 
Louisville event going ona Saturday night 
rather than Sunday afternoon which they 
have run the last two years. Both of the 
Santa Fe races will be on Friday night 
with all of the other races on Saturday or 
Sunday with the exception of Nazareth, 
which is slated for Labor Day Monday. 

With oval races holding a 16-9 edge on 
the other events, the most fitting pre- 
diction will again find a top dirt track 
race gaining the number one plate, Gary 
Nixon, who will again reign as the na- 
tion's top rider, may find the running 
even tougher than last year. Gary was 
forced to put forth a tremendous effort 
in the final race at Ascot to capture his 
second straight crown last October and 
eliminate Fred Nix by a margin of nine 
points, 

Along with Bart Markel, a former 
three-time Grand National Champion, 
these two are again expected to make 
the ‘strongest bid for the 1969 champion- 
Ship. It is likely Fred won't let Gary 
build up the commanding lead he held 
over him early in the year and Bart won't 
taper off in the late season like last year, 
when it looked like he was a cinch at the 
midway point, 

Bart has carried the title of being 
America’s (the world’s) top dirt track 
racer since Carroll Resweber retired, 
but Nix is rapidly encroaching upon that 
title, Fred won six nationals last year, 
just two short of Joe Leonard's all time 
record of eight wins in one year, a feat 
equalled by Markel in 1962. Nix did es- 
tablish a record by winning all four mile 
track events, the first time a rider has 
ever ‘swept all the big oval programs, He 
start out slow and then after a second 
place finish to Nixon at Columbus, Fred 
went on to win six of the next 11 races.

though being blanked in the first two 
races, Bart came out in May and June 
and won three of the first four half-mile 
races, while finishing second in the other 
to rapidly rake the point lead. 

When it appeared he was headed for 
his fourth grand national championship, 
he failed to finish. Loudon, picked up a 
fourth at Heidelberg, but then falteredat 
Columbus, a race he had won three pre- 
vious times, 

He stayed in the race by finishing sec- 
ond to Fred in three of the next four 
mile races with wins at Peoria and San 
Jose sandwiched into the schedules, His 
downfall came at Sacramento when he 
finished 17th, and then crashed at Okla- 
homa putting him out of the race and title 
contention, His five national wins gives 
him a total of 24 and is only three short 
of tieing Joe Leonard’s record of 27 
victories. He has won at least one cham- 
pionship race in each of the last nine 
years while winning the Grand National 
Championship three times, Fifteen of 
those wins came on half miles and he 
expects to add a few more this season to 
surpass Leonard’s record, 

Nixon’s success must be credited to 
consistency. Although he has won 14 na- 
tions in the last six years, it was an off 
year for Gary in the winner’s circle. In 
winning the big titse in 1967, the Balti- 
more rider won five races. Last year he 
came up with only two and both of those 
were by whiskers, After winning the 
Astro short track, hisfuture looked grim 
when he came up with only 19 points at 
Daytona, which had been his big point 
producer the previous year. Throughout 
the remainder of the year he latched onto 
four seconds, two thirds and a pair of 
fourths to build up his total. 

He won his first half-mile race and 
now needs to add only a road race to be- 
come the first rider to win every typeof 
national event, His greatest skillappears 
to be in road racing, where he has won 
six events. He could use Daytona as a 
big point-grab in getting a head start on 
the run for his third consecutive year 
as the number one rider, 


Rayborn And The Ovals 


Cal Rayborn must rate as last year's 
surprise rider and if he continues to 
improve in dirt events as he did last 
year, he could move into the drivers 
seat. Cal was in and out of the lead most 
of the year and battled Gary for the top

spot through most of the summer, He 
won three nationals, all road races, and 
could equal that mark again this year, 


He placed in all but four races, butthe 
points offered below fifth place weren't 
enough to seat him on top at the finish, ` 
A little added strength in the oval runs 
could see Cal make things very uncom- 
fortable for other contenders. 


If Mert Lawwill can shake the jinx 
which plagues him about everytime he 
gets going he could improve his fifth 
place finish and possibly reach the top. 
Mert won two nationals last year, but 
took up the slack by coming up in the 
2-3-4 spots quite frequently. It seems 
about every time he’s ready to make the 
jump, he comes up with a dead engine, 
or hits the turf, He's a strong contend- 
er, however, and might hit the right 
combination with a little luck, 

Dan Haaby is quite unpredictable, After 
having a fabulous Amateur year three 
years ago and then posting one of the best 
Ascot records the past two seasons, Dan 
failed to come up with a national winlast 
year. His only big title came at Ascot 
two years ago, His biggest disappoint- 
ment came at the first race and this 
could have discouraged him, He held a 
comfortable lead in the Astrodome race 
but then just fell down with two laps to 
Eo and was put out of the points as well 
as the big money. He ran second at two 
of the early half-miles but was blanked 
in four straight races in August which 
moved him out of the picture, Dan is ex- 
pected to be back and pushing toward 
the leaders, 

Gene Romero moved into the action 
after missing most of the “67 year witha 
broken leg. He won the Lincoln TT race 
and then finished second in two of the late 
races to come with a seventh place finish 
in the final point standings. 


Mann Still In There 


Dick Mann, a 14 time national winner, 
rode a consistent season by placing in 
more than half the national races. His 
best individual efforts came at Castle 
Rock and Peoria where he came up with 
second place finishes. He failed to win a 
National for only the second time since 
1959. He is also on the list of active 
former Grand National Champions and is 
not likely to be leftoutof the top ten until 
he retires, 

Chuck Palmgren, who joined Gary 
Nixon's Triumph racing team, made his 
presence well known, A pair of thirds 
were his best finishes but he picked up 
points in all but five events, Witha years 
experience on the big circuit he should 
be a tough-ranked competitor for years 
to come, 

Rounding out the top ten is Buddy El- 
more, The former Daytona 200 winner 
earned all his national points in road 
racing. He could remain in the top ten, 
but with a shortage of asphalt races, it’s 
likely to become more difficult. 

Ronnie Rall, a potential champion from 
his initial Expert year is hindered by the 
fact he. seldom leaves the confines of 
Ohio country, Ronnie has won four na- 
tionals, but now with several more dirt 
track events in the eastern and midwest- 
ern states, Ronnie could regain his past 
position with the elite 10, 

Three hot amateurs, Larry Darr, of 
Ohio, and Mark Brelsford and Jim Rice 
of California shared most of the amateur 
wins last year and could break into the 
picture, This has been a difficulttaskfor 
most first year Experts, with only Ron- 
nie Rall and Chris Draayer coming up 
strong in their first years, Numerous 
other riders would climb up with the 
leaders, butthe top three positions should 
go to Markel, Nix and Nixon, The correct 
order probably won't be decided until 
late September or early October, but this 
writer is going to predict Fred Nix win- 
ning his first Grand National Champion- 
Ship. The addition of the 750's of course, 
is the unknown factor.

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EDITORIALS: Is AMA Good For Motorcycling? 


By Ed Youngblood 


The amateur motorcyclist in most of 
the country has rolled his machine to 
the far wall of the garage, stowed his 
helmet, and settled into the recliner with 
a stack of trade and sport magazines; 
enduring his annual hibernation, recall- 
ing the rides and races of the summer, 
and dreaming of the coming season her- 
alded by the Rites of Spring occurring 
at Daytona in March. 

The AMA professional has hung up his 
hotshoe, torn down his motor, and begun 
cleaning the weapons for that opening 
battle; wiping the cobwebs off the large 
capacity gas tank, getting out the brake- 
equipped wheels, and replacing the 
wheel-barrow handlebars with clipons, A 
few, pros and amateurs alike, are keep- 
ing in shape in local winter enduros, but 
for most of us this is a period of dor- 
mancy. And for the majority of us — like 
never before — it should be a period of 
deep thought. 

With the next season will come more 
excitement and confusion, but this time it 
will not all be on the race track. We all 
know how to react when we're under the 
bombardment of dust, noise, flying clods, 
and stinking motor oil. That is the at- 
mosphere we seek out and in which we 
thrive. That is the elixir, But an atmos- 
phere of another kind of noise and tur- 
moil is building, and to this we must be 
alert and in preparation. 

In this quiet time from December to 
March while motors are shut down, we 
must gather our wits, re-examine our 
desires and motives, and remain cautious 
until we are sure of what we want, Our 
thoughts now may determine whether our 
words next summer are intelligent or ir- 
rational, and finally whether we are of one 
body a year hence. If our decisions area 
little undercooked, by this time next year 
we may be acollection of helpless splint- 
er groups, factions, and grumbling mal- 
contents, complaining about how we got 
cheated because the AMA didn’t do 
enough for us, 

We are the AMA, and though Mr, Berry 
seems to have done some fatuous things 
lately, we may be entirely too quick to 
shake our fists toward Columbus and 
make him our scapegoat, We should face 
the fact that in a sense —ifone is to take 
a long view of the matter — Mr, Berry 
and his staff are being exactly what we 
each pay a few dollars a year for them 


to be. 
How Wild Are We? 


We support the AMA officialdom par- 
tially so that we may have an object for 
our gripes and a body that we can blame 
for our own stubborn contrariness. I am 
suggesting that if we want to blame the 
AMA for the building turmoil and con- 
fusion we should be aware that we are 
only avoiding the real transgression that 
is in the perversity of each of our per- 
sonalities; It will be a sad comment on

the ability of American motorcyclists to 
co-exist with one another if it turns out 
that we have spent years building a com- 
mon focal point only to burnit down in an 
effort to appease our own bad con- 
sciences, 

Why is the American motorcyclist un- 
able to effectively organize? Rather than 
accuse the weaknesses of the AMA, let 
us look at ourselves in the decade or so 
since Marlon Brando gave us self-aware- 
ness as a group and at the same time a 
questionable public image. Admit it or 
not, sometimes we really do like to think 
of ourselves as ‘‘Wild Ones,’’ and per- 
haps there is some truth in it. I am not 
talking about Heavenly Blues, the ego- 
maniac with the emotional maturity of a 
school-boy played by Peter Fonda, nor 
am I talking about the pathetically lost 
and self-conscious soul-searcher por- 
trayed by John Casavettes, These unlike- 
lyRomantics of the recent chopper movies 
never really existed anywhere, and they

are fundamentally different from the 
early Wild One. The Wild One was a 
motorcyclist confronting himself and his 
isolation as an individualist within a 
society becoming progressively less 
friendly to individualists, 

It is time we admitted that a little of 
that wildness is in all of us. The taste- 
fully dressed ban vice-president com- 
muting on a spotless BMW is certainlya 
far cry from a Hell's Angel, but isn't he 
just a little **wilder'' than his associate 
who used the commuter train? The steel 
worker or brick-layer with his lunch box 
strapped to the rear seat of his Triumph 
doesn't stay drunk, smell band, and pub- 
licly degrade women, but isn't he a little 
wilder” than his co-worker who usesa 
car pool? The dirt-tracker who loads his 
racer into the El Camino and drives 
across several states withhis wife every 
weekend isn’t a drug addict or a street 
brawler, but wouldn’t you say he has a 
little ‘‘wilder’”’ life than his neighbor 
who spends the weekend watching tele- 
vised AFL? 

And what about the Motormaids? They 
are ladies, but in spite of what Dot Rob- 
inson keeps telling us, they are not the 
everyday-laundromat-bridgeclub ladies. 
If they were they would be watching 
Brighter Day rather than motoring to a 
rally or congregating at a National. 

This all means that the American 
motorcyclist is an individualist, perhaps 
more than in any other country on Earth. 
That is the “Wild One” I ám talking 
about, and though we must constantly re- 
sist the public’s image of the crazed, 
homocidal, masochistic Angel, we should 
take a good look at ourselves and admit 
what we are. Henry Ford saw to it that 
in this country the motorcyclist would 
never again be the average motorist, and

though the psychology is toocomplicated 
for a layman to fully understand, maybe 
the reason we ride bikes and are not 
average is the same reason we can never 
organize and get too close to each other, 
regardless of our commong interests. 
Right there is one big difference between 
us and the Angels. They cling to each 
other like fungus, so after all in our re- 
spectability may lie the very reason for 
our present disagreement and discontent. 

But all of this ‘‘rugged individualism’’ 
is why we must try harder, exercise 
patience, forgive a little longer, stretch 
our points of view, and keep our voices 
down, In rage we may huff off, swearing 
that we can run our own game the way 
we want to run it. And maybe we can for 
a while, but eventually the truck-load of 
tuffies shows up at the track with afuel- 
burner and a lot of muscle, and then no- 
body has any fun, Or the slick promoter 
gives you a hand and at trophy time has 
skipped with entry fees, gate receipts, 
prize money, and a pile of clubdollars he 
needed for **expenses," That's not fun 
either. 

So when we start letting our strong 
personalities break us up, the weak ones 
amass and the bad guys move in, making 
us all look like bad guys in the eyes of 
the public, We are on the verge of con- 
firming the worst public suspicions and 
attitudes about motorcyclists. 

Pm not calling for a rally around the 
AMA, The AMA is not sacrosanct, and 
perhaps there is a better answer, Nor am 
I criticizing the existence of independent 
clubs and local sanctioning organiza- 
tions, If they truly come up with a better 
way of running things they will prosper 
on the strength of their intrinsic good 
qualities, I’m not even calling for unity. 
If my view of the American motorcyclist 
is correct, there can be no total unity nor 
complete agreement among us. WhatIl am 
arguing for is thoughtful consideration on 
the part of each of us as individuals, We 
must be aware of our own built-in dis- 
advantage as individualists and of the 
extreme danger of splintering off into 
small and powerless groups, and we must 
realize that these are the reasons for 
more effort. 


Prone to Veering Off 


Before we go for that better answer 
we should be sure it is indeed better and 
that it really is an answer and not just a 
vainly selfish dream, New and revolu- 
tionary santioning bodies look good when 
they have an authoritative name and an 
outline on paper. But the process of

translating ideas into realities requires > 
cooperation, inestimable effort, experi- 
ence, and frequently a long series of 

human errors. = 

A lot is wrong right now and a lot of (5 
people are at fault, but aren't we taking > 
the easy way out? Isn't ita little too easy o 
to heap blame and abuse on Misters 
Berry and Clark? Isn't it a little too easy 
to assert that the AMA can't run a good 
race and that it has never done anything 
for the road rider when neither accusa- 
tion is true? Isn't italittlebitharder for 
each of us to subject ourselves to close 
examination and self-criticism and ad- 
mit that for the same reason we ride 
bikes we are too prone to go veering off 
on our own? 

I think that while the motors are shut 
down and we are able to think quietly, 
this re-evaluation of ourselves is exact- 
ly what we should undertake, If we don't, 
the coming summer may bring severe, 
costly, and painful seizures to the motors 
of the greatest sport on wheels,
